12. (Currently Amended) Method for treating a disease diseas e s which can be 
therapeutically treated by immuno-modulating or cytostatic compounds, in particular 
dihydrofolate reductase inhibitors, either applied topically, orally or parenterally, or cancer 
forms being sensitive to methotrexate, IBD, i. e. ulcerative colitis and Crohn's disease, 
colorectal cancer, asthma, or other serious pulmonary diseases,, PCP, psoriasis, inflammations 
caused by bacteria, fungi, protozoa, rheumatoid arthritis as w e ll as oth e r inflammatory 
conditions, rheumatoid arthritis as well as other inflammatory conditions, cancer of the 
urinary bladder, the skin, the lung and other cancer types that are reachable by topical 
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application, non-surgical abortions (intrauterin administration), liver and intestine 
transplantations by preventing immunogenic rejection reactions, whereby a therapeutically 
effective amount of at least one compound defined in claim 1 claims 1 4 is administered for a 
time sufficient to substantially eliminate the signs and symptoms of such a disease
